There are two conſiderations which have been

The firft is, that the great 
moſt eminent perſons of all age ages hare een again 
them, and always complied with the public forms 
of wor ſhip eſtabliſhed in their reſpective countries, 
when there was nothing in them either derogatory 
to the honour of the Supreme Being, or prejudicial 
to the good of mankind. 

The Platos and Ciceros among the ancients ; the 
Bacons, the Boyles, and the Lockes, our 
own countrymen, are all inſtances of what have 
been faying, not to mention any of the divines, 
however ce ed, fine our adverſaries c 
all thoſe, as men who have too much intereſt in this 
caſe to be impartial evidences. 

But what has been often urged as a conſideration 
of much more weight, is, not only the opinion of 
* the better ſort, but the general cunſeut of mankind 
great truth; which I think could not poſſi- 
to paſs, but from one of the three 


— either that the idea of a God is 
and coexiftent with the mind itfelf ; or that 


this troth is ſo very obvious, that it is diſcovered by 
the firſt exertion of reaſon in perſons of the moſt 
ordinary capacities; cr, laſily, that it has been de- 
livered down to us through all ages by a tradition 
from the firft man. 

The athieſts are equally confounded, to which
